AN ASSASSIN’S ATTACK. 


BOLD ATTEMPT TO MURDER BRATIANO, THE 
ROUMANIAN PRIME MINISTER. 


The Bullet Misses the Intended Victim and 
Wounds a Member of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties—A Mob’s Attempt to Lynch the Would- 
Be Assassin—Gladstone and Parnell’s Bill— 
Arrest of Spanish Officers—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September 17.—Giadstone’s return 
is now definitely fixed. He comes to give 
general support to Parnell, so far as the lat- 
ter’s measure relates to evictions. Gladstone 
has expressed some anxiety that evic- 
tion be stayed during the coming 
winter. I have reason to believe 
that with this in view he will 
urge the Government to accept some portion 
of the measure, probably the third clause. 
He will certainly reserve his optnion respect- 
ing the permanent provision of the méasure. 
The Government is being pressed from several 
Conservative quarters to give way. Sir John 
Erdiey Wilmot, for instance, a Tory of the old 
type, also an expert in Irish affairs, de- 
clares that if nothing is done thousands of 
families must be thrown on the cruel mercies 
of the coming winter. The probabilities, how- 
ever, are against the Government doing any- 
thing to meet Parnell, especially after the irri- 
tations, and conflicts of the last rew weeks. 
There will almost certainly be a Liberal Whip. 
The Liberal members are being hurried back 
to town 

TO SUPPORT THE MEASURE. 
A strong fact in Parnell’s favor is the fall in 
the prices ofthe Cork butter market since 
1881, from 110 shillings to 67 in 1886, represent- 
ing a still further loss to the peasant, because 
he does not get the full market prices. I un- 
derstand that the obstruction will not be 
continued after this week. The ground will 
be cleared on Monday for the disanussion of 
Parnell's bill. In Eastern affairs the Govern- 
ment has decided to rely on the European 
concert to refrain from special or isolated 
action. The probable result of Russian ag- 
gression in Bulgaria will be Great Britain’s 
permanent hold on Egypt.

RUSSIA’S CROPS. 


A Falling Off of 50 Per Cent in the Yield of 
Wheat. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. PETERSBURG, September 17.—The official 
estimates of the Russian harvest show that of 
winter wheat the yield will be 65,000,000 bush- 
els, a falling off of fully 50 per cent from last 
year; the spring wheat crop shows an increase 
of about 40 per cent or 2,350,000 bushels, while 
rye also shows slight increase. The oat crop 
is estimated at 90,000,000 bushels and the bar- 
ley crop at 22,000,000, both being up to the full 
average. 


Roumania. 


ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATE M. BRATIANO. 

BUCHAREST, September 17.—M. Bratiano, the 
Roumanian Prime Minister, was shot at last 
evening by an assassin. He perceived the 
man’s intention in time to spring out of the 
path of his aim. The bullet struck M. Reo- 
besco, member ot the Chamber of Deputies, 
and wounded him. The assassin was arrested 
and locked up. He confessed thatfor political 
reasons he intended to kili M. Bratiano. The 
weapon used was a pistol. 

MOBBED A NEWSPAPER OFFICE. 

The attempt to assassinate M. Bratiano has 
produced great excitement among the people. 
A crowd surrounded the building occupied by 
the only newspaper here, which has been op- 
posing the Prime Minister, blamed the editor 
for inflaming the hostile feeling against him 
and smashed all the furniture, and fittings be- 
longing to the concern, savagely attacked and 
wounded two members of the staff, and were 
proceeding to destroy the edifice when the po- 
lice became masters of the situation and dis- 
persed the mob. 


LYNCHERS FOILED. 

This morning a large crowd was assembled 
at the police station where the man who at- 
tempted to assassinate Premier Bratiano was 
locked up, prepared to seize him when the 
police attempted to take him to court for 
arraignment, and lynch him. The authori- 
ties had, however, taken all necessary precau- 
tions and were enabled to disperse the crowd 
and protect the prisoner. 


England. 


IRELAND’S LORD-LIEUTENANT. 

Loxpon, September 17.—The Marquis of 
Londonderry will leave London to-night for 
Ireland. He will take the Irish mail train at 
the Euston Square Station and reach Dublin 
early to-morrow morning. 

The Cabinet met to-day and discussed the 
Parnell land bill. 

THE AMERICAN PETROLEUM TRADE. 

The Standard says that the Government has 
decided to send Col. Majendie, inspector of 
explosives, to observe the conditions of the 
petroleum trade in America. 


REDUCING LACEMAKERS WAGES. 
NOTTINGHAM, September 17.—The lace manu- 
facturers of Nottingham have combined ina 
proposition to reduce the wages of their lace- 
makers fifty per cent. The employes, it is be- 
lieved, will resiet the reduction, and a lock- 
out is considered imminent. 


Ireland. 


NO RECEPTION FOR LONDONDERRY. 

Dosim, September 17.—The Freeman’s 
Journal urges the citizens of Dublin to refrain 
from all manifestatioms of welcome to the 
Marquis of Londonderry when he arrives in 
Dublin to-morrow to assume the office of Lord 
Lieutentant. ‘‘He bears Castiereagh’s hated 
name, says the Journal, and it adds: Let 
the troops parade, that represents eviction 
and coercion. Acheer from a single citizen 
would be a great humiliation.’’

A RUSSIAN COMPLIMENT. 

Paris, September 17.—At the French army 
maneuvers a Russian general congratulated 
the commander of the Twelfth Army corps 
upon the splendid appearance of the men, 
saying: ‘‘With such troops you have nothing 
to fear from any one.

THE INUNDATION OF CEIBA DEL AGUA. 
New Tonk, September 17.—A letter from 
Havana, Cuba, dated September Il, says: 
The great inundation of Ceiba del Agua bas 
been the most important event of the island 
week, and will doubtless k 
during om Ine. canaio of thas elde 
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the village. They have rapidly increased not 
only in number but also in power, giving 
birth to a lake where, only a few days 
ago, appeared extensive and well cultivated 
fields. These fields were devoted principally 
to the cultivation of Indian cornand coffee. 
It addition to the destruction of the cropsa 
number of factories were invaded by the water 
and their works ruined. n no loss 
of lite is reported. Within the village the 
water has, in some places, attaineda height 
of one metre. Many families, terror-stricken, 
have hurriedly left the village. A large num- 
ber of the inhabitants have ost all 
that they possessed. Money, food and cloth- 
ing are being forwarded to the 
scene of the disaster for the relief of the suf- 
ferers. The Governor-General and the Civil 
Governor have visited the region inundated, 
and hundreds of hands under scientific and 
experienced guidance are endeavoring to de- 
viate the course of the accumulated waters. 
Although for the present the danger is consid- 
ered over, the appearance of new springs 
would, it is feared, cause a fresh disaster. 

This event, coming so soon alter the recent 
hurricane in the central part of the island 
where the loss of crops, houses and cattle was 
far more considerable than at first reported, 
— caused widespread depression and anxi- 
ety.

among the first graduates from that insti- 
tution. He served in the Mexican war 
and accompanied Commodore Perry on 
his expedition to Japan. When the civil 
war began Capt. Kell resigned a lieuten- 
ancy in the United States wavy: and 
entered the Confederate service. e was 
the executive cer of the Sumter, the 
first ship that bore the Confederate colors 
on the seas. Admiral Semmes was in com- 
mand. The Sumter, a little bit of a ship, 
was put out topreyon Northern com- 
merce in the Gulf of Mexico and the Car- 
ibbean Sea and did considerable damage. 
The bold little cruiser came near being 
caught by a Federal man-of-war at Mar- 
r one night, and was so closely pur- 
sued that she was compelled to cross the 
ocean to escape. The voyage to Gibraltar 
was made in that little vessel which was 
not intended when built to be out more 
than a day ortwo at a time. At Gib- 
raltar Semmes and Kell took passage 
for home in an East Indiaman, They were 
met at Nassau with instructions to 
return to England and take command 
of the Alabama, which was then 
being fitted up for the Confederate serv- 
ice under the direction of Capt. James D. 
Bulloch of Georgia, agent of the Confed- 
eracy at Liverpool. ow that ship started 
on her great cruise under pretext of car- 
rying out on a trial trip a pleasure party; 
how she received her crew from another 
ship outside, and thence proceeded to the 
Azore Isiands, where Admiral Semmes 
assumed command, where her armament 
was perfected, and whence she sailed on 
her career of destruction, are well known 
historic facts. The Alabama made direct 
for the highways of marine commerce 
and was soon devastating Yankee ship- 


ping. 
“What was 7 method of taking a 
prize?” I asked Capt. Kell. 

When we got into the commercial seas 
we soon began to find merchantmen. As 
soon as we sighted a ship we would hail 
her. If she didn’t stop we would fire a 
blank cartridge across her bow. If she 
still refused to respond we would send a 
shot in front of her and that would bring her 
to. Our long-range guns were of invalua- 
ble service in this business. When we 
hailed a ship we generally had the United 
States flag fiying and kept it up 
until we were alongside. There we would 
lower a boat and send an officer on board; 
but just before he boarded her the United 
States flag would come down and up 
would go the Confederate flag. Our officer 
would go to the captain of the ship we had 
caught, demand his papers, order him in- 
to the boat and bring him on board the 
Alabama. Admiral Semmes always re- 
mained in his cabinwhen a capture was 
made, and the captains of our prizes were 
taken before him there. He examined 
their * and questioned them 
Closely. If the ship was found to belon 
to a citizen of a neutral country, a fac 
which the captain’s papers would always 
reveal, she was at once released. When 
we discovered that we had the property 
of the United States, we took her officers, 
crew and passengers (if she had any) on 
board. e then went through her cargo 
and appropriated what we needed—for, 
you know, we lived almost entirely on our 
prizes. When we had all we wanted we 
set fire to the captured ship and sailed 
away to look for another.“ 

‘* What did you do with your prison- 
ers? 

The prisoners from the first half dozen 
prizes were put in irons, in retaliation for 
the brutal treatment of the purser of the 
Sumter by United States agents. They 
caught him as he stepped on shore from a 
French passenger ship, and threw him 
into a dungeon heavily manacled, After 
this retaliation all prisoners received kind 
treatment onthe Alabama. We replen- 
ished our crew, as well as our larder, from 
Prizes.“ 

Were you not afraid totrust men whom 
you had captured!“ 

„Oh, no. A sailor is a sailor. He has 
few attachments and as a general thing 
don’t care what flag he is under. Besides, 
the fame of the Alabama soon made her 
attractive to sailors. The ay was good, 
and there were plenty of rich prizes in 
prospect. Some of our best men were 
taken from prizes.’’ 

Ho did you get rid of the prisoners 
you could not use?” 

Sometimes we would leave them in 
port, as we did the officers and most of the 
crew of the Hatteras at Jamaica. Some- 
times we would takea prize which we 
would not burn. Wewould ‘bond her’— 
thatis, we would assess her value and 
take a bond which obligated her owners 
to pay us that amount at the end of the 
war. When we released a ship on these 
conditions we made her relieve us of all 
our prisoners. Once we had several ladies 
and two little girls on board thé Alabama 
for a week.”’ 

Were you ever resisted by a captured 
ship?” 

None of them tried to escape us by 
force. That would have been folly. 
Sometimes they tried to outrun us, but 
only one did that. Many of them tried to 
deceive us. I remember, especially, one 
Yankee skipper whom we caught in the 
Straits of Malacca. He had the English 
flag flying, but Iknewit was a Yankee 
ship the moment I sawit. We could tell 
them as infallibly by the ‘cut of their jib’ 
as we could detect by their sharp brogue 
the nationality of their Captains. ut 
this fellow stood to it that he was an En- 
glishman. He was the only man who 
ever made Admiral Semmes come to him. 
When he flatly refused to go on board 
the Alabama, and appealed to his 
British flag for protection, Admiral 
Semmes went on board his ship. As soon 
as he saw thealleged Englishman’s papers 
he pronounced them forgeries and ordered 
the ship to be burned. When the skipper 
was brought on board the Alabama, 
Semmes put him under oath, and he con- 
fessed that he had tried a game of bluff.” 
How did you fare on board?” 

„Most of the time sumptuously. Our 
rizes, particularly those going out of 
Northern rts, were nearly all laden 
with luxuries, and we generally lived in 
style.” 

‘Did not a life of twenty-two months, 
almost entirely on the sea, become very 
monotonous?’ 

„Not at all. The sixty-six captures we 
made, besides the neutral vessels we 
hailed and examined, left us no great in- 
terval of leisure. Every day, whether it 
brought us a prize or not, had its duties. 
We were employed all the time. I was 
constantly putting the men through drills 
with small arms and with the guns. It 
was a life of activity, not of idle waiting 
for victims to fall into our way. ate | 
the whole cruise of twenty-two months 
was on shore only twenty-two hours.” 
“Don’t you think it strange that the 
Alabama lasted as long as she did?’’ 

“T certainly do. It was bad manage- 
ment on the part of the United States 
naval authorities that allowed us to con- 
tinue our work so long. We never left the 
regular highways of commerce, and before 
we had swept them clean of United States 
merchantmen it seems to me that the idea 
of sending out some of their many war- 
vessels in search of us would have oc- 
curred tothe Federal authorities. They 
certainly would have had no difficulty in 
— us. Old Commodore Van- 
derbilt, at his own expense, equipped a 
fastand powerful war-sh p, which was sent 
out for special purpose of destroying 
the Alabama. It was called the Vander- 
bilt, and its commander boasted that he 
would run us down and sink us without 
firing a gun. We played ‘hide and seek’ 
with him for some days at the Cape of. 

Hope, and one night ran out safely 
to sea right under his nose. That was the 
only ship ever sent out forthe express 

the Alabama.”

kind!“ 
Several other cruisers were equipped 
for our service in English ports, but after 
the Alabama became so destructive a 
great clamor was raised about England’s 
alleged violation of the neutrality laws. 
This caused all the neutral powers to 
maintain the closest watch at all their 
ports. After the Alabama had been out 
eizghteeg months another Confederate 
cruiser was hardly needed on the com- 
mercial highways of the sea. Prizes had 
become scarce; the most adventurous 
merchantman layin port; insurance had 
gone up to enormous rates; and Yankee 
commerce had about disappeared from 
the high seas.“ 
Did the Alabama have any fights ex- 
cept with the Hatteras and the Kear- 
sarge?“ 
None. We met the Hatteras in carry- 
ing out the boldest of all the bold schemes 
of Admiral Semmes. Having learned 
from some captured papers that Gen. 
Banks was moving on Galveston, he re- 
solved to attack the entire convoy. His 
plan was to wait until the fleet anchored, 
when the provision ships and the men-of- 
war which escorted them would be care- 
lessly left together in fancied safety. In 
the night he intended to steam — full 
speed through the fleet, pouring fire from 
both broadsides, sinking and burning as he 
went. Semmes was confident that he could 
do this and escape before the men-of-war 
could recover from their surprise and get 
up steam for a successful pursuit. When 
he approached Galveston, Banks had gone 
up the Mississippi, and a squadron of Fed- 
eral men-of-war lay just outside the har- 
bor, watching the movements of Magru- 
der, who had retaken the city. 
»The Hatteras sighted us as soon as we 
sighted her. We drew her out far enough 
to escape the pursuit of the other men-of- 
war, and sunk her in a sharp fight, which 
lasted only thirteen minutes. Though 
that was at night, we saved every oue of 
her men.’’ As to the fight with the 
Kearsarge, Capt. Kell says that it was 
neither the result of a reckless over- 
confidence nor a mistake of judgment on 
the part of Admiral Semmes. As we 
knew nothing of the Kearsage’s chain 
armor, it was a deliberate choice of the 
most hopeful alternative in a desperate 
situation. The Alabama had seen hard 
service continuously for nearly two 
months, and was badly in need of repairs. 
The copper had so rolled on her bottom as 
to seriously impede ber movements aud to 
render anything like her former speed 
impossible. To Cherbourg she went to 
apply for permission to go into dock. The 
Kearsarge steamed into the harbor 
the third day after the Ala- 
bama arrived. The Alabama was un- 
fit for cruising until she could receive re- 
airs which would require a month. By 
hat time she would have been hemmed in 
by northern men-of-war. The one Federal 
ship before her had only a slight advant- 
age in size and was apparently about hei 
equal in strength. Admiral Semmes, 
knowing nothing of the concealed chain 
armor of his adversary, determined that 
the best thing he could do was to force a 
fight atonce. The duel was arranged by 
the Confederate agent and the Federai 
Consul at Cherbourg. 
The officers of the Alabama realized 
that a hard and doubtful conflict awaited 
them. The story related by Surgeon 
Browne of the 2 that they 
boasted at a dinner in Cherbourg that 
they would whip the Kearsarge, like the 
Surgeon’s other historical arguments, is 
mere hearsay.

According to the Treasury statement of yes- 
terday the debt of the United States, less cash 
in the Treasury available for its reduction, 
was 81, 378, 176,880. Twenty-one years ago, on 
the ist of August, the debt, with the same 
deduction, was $2,756,431,571. Owing to the 
presence in the Treasury of certain ‘‘una- 
vailable’’ cash items, as now calculated the 
reduction in the twenty-one years must be in- 
creased by $104,055,125, and may be set down 
at $1,582,310,116; which is an average ahnual 
payment of $72,409,960, or in round numbers 
of $72,500,000.

ON HER HUSBAND. 


A Wife’s Expedient to Deceive a Confiding 
Husband—Securing an Abandoned Waif— 
Exposed by an Experienced Matron—The 
Broken-Hearted Husband Deserts His 
Wife.

NEW YorK, September 17.—Wm. 8. Davis 
and Eliza Jane Mesher were married fifteen 
months ago in the Centenary M. E. Church of 
Newark. Davia’ parents disliked his wife, Dut 
the young couple lived happily. There was but 
fone drawback to their bliss—the lack of an 
heir to their possessions. Mrs. Dayis desired 
a daughter. Seven months ago, like Charlies 
Reade's heroine in The Terrible Tempta- 
tion, the wife whispered a glad secret’’ to 
him, and set her house in order for a guest. 

It bas since been learned that she visited 
Elizabeth, Jersey City, New York and Brook- 
lyn in search ofarecently borninfant. Then 
she visited the Superintendent of the Chil- 
dren’s Society in Newark, and toid him a 
plausible story. Marie Agnes Fleming had 
given birth to a girl, and as she could not ap- 
parently provide for her offspring he resolved 
to get the little one for Mrs. Davis. He tola 
Mrs. Davis, August 16, of his plans and that 
lady seemed very desirous of taking care of 
the little one. Onthe night of the intended 
family event, Mrs. Davis sent her husband 
away and then repaired to the City Hospital 
where she 

RECEIVED THE BABY 
and signed the necessary papers for its safe- 
keeping and future welfare. One of the neigh- 
bors determined to verify or disprove her 
doubts. A doctor’s carriage was seen to roll 
up to the doorof Mrs. Davis’ house. At 10 
o’clock the husband returned home and was 
then informed that he was the father of a little 
girl. He wags delighted. He quickly informed 


the neighbors, but they seemed to be jealous 
at not having been called in and that jealousy 
was the cause of the mother’s downfall. They 
set ay ye afoot and one more inquisitive 
than the others asked to see the child. When 
she saw the little one the next day she said: 
‘*Why, that child is at least two weeks old.“ 

Not at all. It was born last night, said 
the supposed mother. 

‘‘l know what Jam talking about, was the 
quick response. ‘‘I have raised a family of 
my own andI have experience enough to 
know the difference.’*’ 

Davis did not know of the controversy and 
the first intimation he received wf the 
truth was when his shopmates began 

CHAFFING HIM ABOUT THE BABY. 

Then he learned the stery. There were tears 
and protestations, but finally the truth came 
out and Davis was almost broken-hearted. 
He impiored his wife to take the baby back to 
the place whence it came. This could not be 
done, as admittance was refused at the hos- 

ital, and the superintendent declined to 
nterfere in the matter. The husband re- 
solved to get rid of his unwelcome 
burden.

It is believed that she would 
dispose of it at some ofthe charitable institu- 
tions in the metropolis. 

A SUSPICIOUS INCIDENT.

knowledge and consent of her husband. Mr. 
Davis’ mother came here and threatened me 
with all kinds of trouble unless I took 
the child back. The affair had 
beyond my jurisdiction, and 
told her. Mrs. Davis never told me anything 
about her husband, beyond the fact that 
he aud she wouila be pleased to have a child. 
I gave ber what she asked and 1 never saw a 
more delighted woman in my life. Then I am 
certain the mother of the husband learned of 
the affair and caused all the trouble.“ 

The doctor, it was learned last night, who 
was called in when the child was brought into 
the house, refused to be a party to the fraud. 
The doctor, it is understood, was summoned 
merely to give coloring to the report spread 
around among the neighbors.

BOAT RACE WHICH WILL DECIDE THE 
CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE WORLD. 


Hanlan and Gaudaur to Measure Blades in 
the Spring— Betting on the Race To-Mor- 
row~The Sullivan-Hearld Contest—The 
Hitch Between Messrs. Schaefer and Slos- 
son—Sale of Thoroughbreds—Local Base 
Ball News— Wheel Matters. 


The sculling match which is to decite 
whether William Beach or Jacob Gaudaur of 
this city will be the champion oarsman of the 
world will take place to-morrow, The con- 
gitions of the race areas follows: It will be 
over a four-mile, straight course, on the 
rnames River, for astake of $5,000 or $2,500 a 
side, the Winner to take stake and the cham- 
pionship of the world. Speculation upon 
the result of this great event, the 
mostimportant of sporting events since the 
Hanlan-Beach race in Australia, is to say 
the least a delicate matter. If the opinion of 
the betting fraternity argues anything then 
the chances are just six to five that the mus- 
cular Australian will defeat the brown 
skinned sculler of St, Louis and retain his 
hold upon the first place in the catalogue of 
the world’s oarsmen. From London accounts 
of the struggle between Beach and John 
reemer it would appear that the former is 
really a wonder on the water, and that it he 
does not treat Gaudaur in an identical way he 
will set a pace so hot that America’s repre- 
sentative will have to let out allthe row that 
is in him to save himself trom defeat. The 
that the English, who are notedly 
pold betters and generous in the mat- 
ter of odds, have clipped their wings 


to the tune of six to five certainly shows that 
their opinion of Gaudauris by no means a bad 
one. These odds fall a trifle short of the an- 
ticipations of the Americans, and in particu- 
lar the St. Louisans, who pooled a large sum 
calculating that English recklessness would 
throw out something like three to one or even 
twotoone against their favorite. American 
odds are the same as the English, although 
many bets in which even money has been 
laid have been booked in St. uis. Old 
watermen at Bostonand Pittsburg have an- 
nounced themselves on Gaudaur’s side. The 
result will be announced inthe Post-DISPATCH 
of to-morrow with a full account of the great 
event.

HANLAN AND GAUD AUR. 


Forfeits Posted for a Match Between the 
Two Next Spring. 

An arrangement has been made at New York 
between Edward Hanlan's backer, Peter Dur- 
yea, and St. John, backer of Gaudaur, for a 
mateh between the two men for $2,500 a side. 
Each backer deposited $500 in the office of the 
Turf, Field and Farm. Mr. Roach, who is act- 
ing for St. John here, cabled to Gaudaur to 
und out when amatch could be arranged and 
received the following cablegram: All right. 
Will row in the spring on a lake course. 
Hanlan said this morning that he was still in 
hopes a match could be arranged with Beach. 
He will sail for England either to-morrow or 
Saturday and remain in England five or six 
months. 

Hanlan, adds a New York paper, did not 
think the chances good for a race this year, as 
Beach sails from England for his Australian 
home on October 18. Hanlan said that on Sat- 
urday Bookmaker Johnny Hackett cabled to 
beach offering him £2,000 to come to this coun- 
tryand row Hanlan,and that Beach replied 
he had waitedin Engiand allsummer to ar- 
range arace with Hanlan, but that it was 
now too late. He would now onlyrow Hanlan 
onthe Paramatta. Hanlan said be had been 
sick up to July 15, and not fit to row even a 
third-rateoarsman. He sald that Beach was 

w good if not the best man he ever saw in a 
oe but that Beach had treated him un- 

airly. 

“Iam a still-water or high-tide oarsman,’’ 
Hanlan added, and Beach insists on rowing 
ne on the Paramatta witha flood tide. Be- 
sides this, he has abused me in England and 
Australia. He has spoken of me as I have 
never spoken of any oarsman except, perhaps, 
Courtney, and his criticisms comingat a time 
when I was sick are all the more gratuitous.’’ 

Haònlan will stay in England six months.

Immediately after 
this brilliant effort America’s fast man, Hen- 
dee, started in his heat with Rhodes. Hand- 
some George at once made play for Wood’s 
record on receiving the word ‘‘go.’’ He flew 
past the half-mile in 1:142-5, a 2:28 gait, and 
the spectators held their breath as they waited 
for all previous records to go, but Hendee 
couldn’t hoid his terrific speed, and made his 
last halt in 1:20 3-5, the mile. being covered 
in 2:35. Rich then beat Gaskell and Foster in 
the iive-mile lap, amateur, and Crocker de- 
feated Eck in the three-mile professional tri- 
cycle im 9:41 2-5.

The rectorship of St. Peter’s Episcopal

Following the receipt of 
the above telegram the vestry 
lost no time in taking action and 
issued the following to each member of the 
parish: ‘‘You are respectfully requested to at- 
tend a meeting of the members of St. Peter’s 
parish, in the Sunday-school room, on Friday 
evening, September 17, for consideration of 
the subject of calling arector. Several names 
will de submitted, and a free expression of the 
wish of the parishioners is desired.“ The 
reason why this promptness is shown lies in 
the fact that the officials of that church have 
discovered that a number of influential fami- 
lies are waiting for St. Peter's to get settled, 
when they will become members. 

lt is a singular thing that just fol- 
lowing this meeting St. Peter’s should 
be visited by such a distinguished 
divine as Rev. Dr. Hinsdale of Mississippi, 
who will preach Sunday at that church. He is 
one of the leading divines of Mississippi and 
is en route tothe general convention of the 
church at Chicago. He has been President of 
Hobart College and has a wide reputation as a 
powerful preacher. He preached in the Epis- 
copal churches of Europe a few years since 
when be was honored with the duty of holding 
a Kuropean mission. .

Dr. Tudor of Centen 
ary Church and look for his winning great 
success in the East where he is going, often re- 
gret that bis brilliant flow of language is not 
mated with a good voice, and wonder what he 
would not achieve if only be had Rev. John 
Hogan s voice, which, although more than 70 
years old, is as persuasive and moving as of 
old.

POLITICAL DROMIOS. 


THE REMARKABLE GUBERNATORIAL CAN- 
VASS PROGRESSING IN TENNESSEE. 


A Sketch of Robert and Alfred Taylor, the 
Rival Candidates Alt“ Phlegmatie and 
Thoughtful—- “ Bob“ Lymphatic and Mag- 
netic—The Brothers Traveling Together, 
Sleeping Together and Debating the l- 
sues. 


By Telegraph to the POST- DISPATCH. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., September, 17.—The re- 
markab.. gubernatorial canvass in in Tennes- 
see has made the participants in it the most 
prominent men in the State at the present 
time. Robert and Alfred Taylor are the two 
oldest sons of Rev. N. G. Taylor, an old and 
well-known ministers of the Northern Metb- 
odist Church, who has lived the greatest part 
of his life in the extreme northwestern coun- 
ties of the State, and has been actively en- 
gaged in farming and preaching. He is a 
pronounced Prohbibitionist, but only stepped 
into polities once, when he was elected 
to Congress from the First District, 
and was succeeded by Roderick Random 
Butler. He has sinee lived quietly, and neigh- 
bors tell of him that he does less preaching 
during an off year than when one of hissons 
is running for office. Robert and Alfred are 
both men of stalwart mold and good intellect. 
Physically they are both striking, both heavily 
bulit, dut Bob“ is fully eight inches taller 
and of much more commanding presence. 
Their heads are large and well-made and set 
firmly on their shoulders. Alf is of very stocky 
build, and net much over 5 feet, while 
his Democratic brother will measure 
fully 6 feet and weighs consider- 
ably over two hundred pounds. The eyes 
of both are black, those of Bob full of fire and 
sympathy, while those of his brother are more 
quiet and less piercing. Their complexions 
are the same, swarthy, but the character of 
each face ts given it by the eyes. In disposi- 
tion they differ greatly, Alf being phiegmatic 
and thoughtful, while his elder brother is 
lymphatic, magnetic,

of which he has a great stock, always being 
ableto knock out argument with a funny 
story. This makes him the more popular of 
the two, regardiess of party affiliations. His 
influence over the crowd is won- 
derful, and his election to Congress 
in a strong Republican district 
which never before or since, sent a Democrat 
to Congress 4s still talked of as the time 
‘*Bob’’ Taylor fiddled his way into Congress. 
Both brothers are accomplished fiddlers and 
already fiddies are being brought in as u post- 
oratorical amusement for the curious crowds 
that gather about them. Until Wednesday the 
speaking had been in Republican strongholds, 
but at Tullahoma the first Democratie strong- 
bold was assaulted in East Tennessee. Both 
were treated with the utmost cour- 
tesy.

McMinnville yesterday they were greeted by 
the largest audience ever gathered Warren 
County, and were listened to with the utmost 
attention. Partisans of each had made the 
most extensive arrangements for the recep- 
tion and the opposing cavaicades formed and 
escorted the brothers to the hotel. Roses, 
red and white, were worn by everybody in 
MeuMinnville. tis strange, by the way, that 
the white rose has become the Democratic 
emblem. A liar characteristic of the 
brothers would seem to dictate the reverse. 
As mentioned, both have swarthy compiex- 
ions; both are extremely sensitive, but when 
sensitiveness is touched, they are affected 
exactly opposite. Bob turns red, flery red in 
the face, while Alf gets ashy pale when wound- 
ed or angry.

The 
party is in charge of 
eighty-two soldiers, 
commanded by Col. J. 
F. Wade of the Tenth 
Cavalry and eight sub- 
ordinate officers—Dr.

A NEW GAS WAR. 


Water Gas People Forcing the Laclede Into 
the Trust—Peculiar Tactics. 


The Water Gas Company yesterday obtained 
a permit to lay pipe on the north and south 
sides of Franklin avenue from Eighteenth 
street to Jefferson avenue. This pipe is to be 
laid under the pavement. That is in 
avcordance with the franchise granted 
last wihter by the Municipal Assembly. This 
movement to lay more pipe is a feature in an 
active war to be waged by the Water Gas Com- 
pany upon the Laclede Company. Officers of 
both companies deny that the war has changed 
in its features since the Laclede lowered its 


price to $1 in all the sections where the Water- 
gas service pipes were laid. The Laclede 
took the aggressivé position in the beginning.

RECENTLY THE WATER-GAS PEOPLE 

have offered to make connections with houses 
using Laclede gas and furnish them at 50 cents 
er thousand. This cut has not been met, but 
t has not created a great falling off in the La- 
clede business, tor the Water-Gas people 
have not enough pipe laid to seri- 
ously affect their antagonist. But if 
extensions continue a cut to 50 cents would 
cause the Laciede to pass dividends. How 
long this ne will continue is a small problem 
upon which those who are onthe inside do not 
waste much thought. Of late Laclede stock 
has been boomed largely, hanging about 110. 
This hus been understood to be caused 
by the certainty that the company 
would be taken into the Gas Trust. 
When the Trust was formed the Laclede re- 
mained out, opposing itself to the three con- 
solidated companles— St. Louis, Carondelet 
and., Vater Gas. The reason it did not go in 
was not given out, but the principal stock. 
holders manifested such antagonism to the 
Trust that they formed within the Laclede 
Company a pool ot stock to prevent the Gas 
Trust purchasing a control. But later, when 
the Trust had developed into a solid monop- 
oly, it was understood the pool of Laclede 
stock negotiated for admission. There was 
— dimculty about this, and the Water Gas 
as 


ASSUMED THE AGGRESSIVE ATTITUDE 
with the very evident intention of driving the 
Laclede into the Trust without advantage. 
For sometime there has been an advertise- 
mentin the papers of a meeting to be held by 
the stockholders of the Laclede on the 2lst 
inst., to vote upon a „ * to increase 
the capital stock of the company from 
$1,600,000 to $2,500,000. This, a gentie- 
man connected with the Gas Trust says is an 
effort to secure the company good terms when 
itsurrenders. The stockholders will place a 
new valuation upon their plant to bring the 
amount paid in up to the increase of capital 
stock, and will expect to get intothe Trust 
on the basis of $2,500,000 - stock at 
par. When the Trust was formed 
the St. Louis put in 10,995 shares at $275 per 
share, a total of $3,023,625; Carondelet, 4,670 
shares at $50,and the Water Gas Company 


went in on a valuation of $500,000 on its plant, 
aggregating $3,757,175 paid into the Trust. 
This valuation was increased to $6,000,000 


which is the capital stock of the incorporated 
Trust. The admission of the Laciede at pur 
after its increase would necessitate an 
increase ofthe capital to $8,500,000. On the 
six million the Trust estimated 8 to 10 per cent 
could be earned. With the Laclede added, 
the percentage of earning power would not 
increase in the same proportion as the in- 
crease of stock, and it is questionable whether 
the present owners of Trust certificates 
woulda be willing to admit the 
company when the probability of a reduction 
of dividends to present holders would result. 
There is an opening here for some of the pe- 
culiar tacticts which were seen in the gas war 
during last winter, and the next months will 
be filled with negotiations until finally the 
complete monopoly of St. Louis gas interests 
is formed.

A-COMPANY OF SEARCHERS FOR THE MAGIC 
FLUID FORMED. 


St. Louis to Be Relieved from Coal Monopeo- 
lies and the smoke Curse—The Litchfield 
Well and Its Benefit—An Expert to Exam- 
ine Evidences at Webster Grove. 


Ever since the wonderful gas wells in the 
Pennsylvania coal regions began to flow, man- 
ufacturers in this part of the country 
have wondered if natural gas could 
not be tound in this vicinity. Hopes 
of such discovery were dashed several 
years ago, when geologists asserted that the 
natural gas area did not extend beyond Penn- 
sylvania.

The Age of Steel 
wrote a deal upon the matter, and 
by frequent aliusions to the subject 
excited interest which culminated in a meet- 
ing at the office of that paper on Wednesday 
night in response to a call which was ad- 
dressed to one hundred business men, 
Twenty-five of the gentlemen addressed 
responded to the call, and Thomas 
Howard was made chairman of the meeting, 
which, after considering the subject at some 
length, appointed Messrs. Howard, Nelson, 
Hoiton, Euston, Chas. Filley and Meysenburg 
a committee to secure the services of an ex- 


pert to look for evidences of natural gas and 
report upon the probability of finding it in this 
vicinity.

The  Litch- 
field well was described to the meeting 
at some length by W. E. Barns of the Age of 
Steel. He had made a personal examination 
of it and spoke understandingly. 
HE SAID: 

Natural gas is nota new thing in IIlinols. 
For more than twenty years it has been util- 
ized inasmall way in Champaign, La Salle, 
Coles, DeWitt and Montgomery Counties. It 
may be traced in springs and well-borings 
from Ogie County in the northern part of the 
State, to Coles and Clark Counties in the 
southeastern part of the State, a distance 
160 miles. In general terms the gas wells of 
Illinois may be divided into two fields which 
are separated in location and distinct in 
sources of supply, the Champaign County 
and the Litcbfield field, The presence of gas 
in the Champaign field has been known since 
1854, when it was discovered northwest of 
Urbana while digging for water, at a depth of 
20 feet. A few years later, it was 
struck south of Champaign at a 
depth of 6 feet. The pressure in these wells 
was not above ten poands per square inch. 
The gas from these and other wells in the 
same locality was used as fuel in farm houses. 
The life of several of these wells was in the 
neighborhood ot two years, the flow gradu- 
ally decreasing from the filling of the tubes 
with sand and mud. Within the last two 
years other wells have been discovered north 
of Urbana, which are remarkable as giving 
very much the largest supply of any wells in 
the N perhaps more than all others com- 
bined. he pressure is about twenty-five 
pounds tothe square inch through a2\-inch 
pipe open at the lower end. A company was 
incorporated in 1885 tofurnish gas from this 
field for heating and lighting in Urbana, but 
nothing has been done ina practical way 
as yet. The chief, if not the sole 
bag bearing stratum in this vicinity, is a dirt 

ed from 8 to 12 feet thick ata depth of 70 to 
90 feet; this layer contains leaves, sticks and 
old trunks of trees, together with a fine sand. 
It is highly probably that the gas is due to de- 
composition of the organic matter in this dirt 
bed. The gas is odorless, colorless, 
has but little illuminating power 
and apparentiy a high heating effect. It 
has been analyzed and pronounced to be 
nearly pure marsh gas. The dirt bedis found 
wherever borinys are made, but is not equally 
porous nor ofthe same thickness, which may 
account for the finding of gas in some locali- 
ties and notin others. It may be worth while 
to mention that no coal has been discovered 
within thirty-five miles of Champaign, al- 
— a number of trial holes have been 
sunk. 
THE GAS AND OIL WELIS 
in the Litchfield district are confined to a tract 
ot land near Litchfield,in Montgomery County, 
about fifty miles northeast of St. Louis. They 
are included, as faras developed, within an 
area of 160 acres, lying to the south and east 
of LitchtieJd, and are less than one and one 
half miles from the city. They are located on 
a rich and — rolling prairie 
which slopes oO to the south in 
the direction of a small creek. Some 
five years ago while boring for coal a heavy 
biack lubricating oil was found in compara 
tively small quantities at a depth of 700 feet. 
Little or nothing was done towards pushing 
the discovery to its legitimate outcome until 
it attracted the attention of the Van Vieck 
brothers, experienced and successful pros- 
pectors for oil and gas in the Pennsylvania 
regions. After a thorough inspection of the 
Litchfield district they determined to bore for 
oil and it was while sinking a well for this pur- 
pose that a strong flow of gas was struck ata 
depth of 643 feet in a layer of white pebble 
sand. Itis said that when first struck the 
pressure iu this well was 560 pounds tothe 
squareinch. The boring was continued to 800 
feet, where a large vein of salt water was en- 
countered, which finally drowned out the ras. 
Boring was at once resumed in the same field 
andin all ten wells have been put down. 
Ot this number two are dusters, two

of sand or sand-rock is between 640 and 700 
feet and is about 30 feet in thickness, having 
slate above and below.

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FACED HIS ACCUSER. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST REY. ABRA- 
HAM D. MARTINE OF MANHASSETT. 


Emma Hutchings, a Servant Girl, Charges 
the Pastor with Criminal Assault — Mr. 
Martine Takes Prompt Steps to Prove His 
Innocence — Investigation by Leading 
Members of the Consistory—Contradictory 
Statements Made by the Hutchings Girl. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, September 17.—The Rev. Abra- 
ham D. Martine was called to take charge of 
the Dutch Reformed Church at Manhassett 
four years ago. The church is one of the 
oldest and wealthiest on the north shore of 
Long Island, and the pastor’s salary is $3,000 a 
year. Mr. Martine took his wife and child 
with him, and aftera temporary sojourn ina 
house in the village of Manhassett, went out 
to the old parsonage to live. The building is 
an old-fashioned two-story wooden cottage, 
and stands 100 feet back from the main road to 
Port Washington. It is just a mile north of 
the church and no other houses are near by. A 
lawn with many trees surrounds it. Pastor 
Martine soon became popular. Many people, 
not members of his church nor regular attend- 
ants at services, went to hear him preach. 

HE WAS WELL LIKED, 

and people of all denominations speak of him 
as a frank, honest, upright man. Late in 
February of this year Emma Hutchings, a 
brown-haired girl, went to live in Pastor 
Martine’s household as the only servant. She 
was then 142 years of age, but looked much 
older. Her father, Gus Hutchings, some- 
times attended services at the Dutch Reformed 
Church, and her motherand married sister 
have been members ofthe church for years. 


The Hutchings family live on the Port 
Washington road, only half a mile 
from the parsonage. The pastor’s fam- 
liy thought a good deal of i. her, 


and when she occasionally went home for a 
few hours she told her mother how well the 
family treated her. Early last May Mrs. Mar- 
tine made a three weeks’ visit to her relations 
in New Jersey. When she returned home 
there was nothing unusual about the house- 
hold, and before the endof June she went 
with her husband on his vacation trip of one 


th. Emma Hutchings lived at home in 
the meantime. Some timein July she visited 
her aunt, Mrs. Phebe Hutchings, at Roslyn, 
five miles away. None of the Hutchings 
family could remember the exact date yester- 
day. Emma told her aunt that on two nights 
while Mrs. Martine was away Mr. Martine had 
entered the room where she slept and 
ASSAULTED HER. 
When her aunt asked her why she had not 
told her mother, Emma said sbe was afraid. 
Mrs. Phebe Hutchings at once drove to Man- 
hassett, taking Emma with her. There she 
told Gus Hutchings and his wife what their 
child had confessed to her. For some reason 
or other the family took no steps towards 
having Pastor Martine arrested, but when he 
returned from his vacation he heard many ru- 
mors about the girl’s story. The clergyman 
had always borne an unblemished 
reputation. His friends, including many 
Manhassett people not members of 
his flock, advised him to pay no heed to the 
report. But by the middle of August he found 
tbut there was a great deal of gossip about 
him.

Milford and Rolla Wells, the latter 
having been notified in his father’s absence, 
asked for the bond, which is on file in New 
York at the company’s headquarters. Until 
they see this, they decline to take any action, 
or to make any examination of the accounts, 
‘‘If my name ison that bond, said Mr. Mul- 
ford to-day, ‘‘it must have been put there 
twenty-five years ago. I don’t remember any- 
thing About fe. e bond will 1 0 
sent for, and the accounts cleared up. it is 
understood that the defaleation amounts to 
about $8,000. No action will be taken until the 
bond is produced. Brown’s letter will then 
be turned over to the bondsmen.
